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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 1-20 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

The rejection of claims 1 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tawashi is hereby withdrawn. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a method of treating iron deficiency comprising a drug 
reservoir layer containing a hematinic substance and securing the drug reservoir layer 
to a skin surface. The closest prior art of Tawashi teaches a transdermal patch 
containing ferrous sulfate and NO. However, Tawashi does not teach, suggest or make 
obvious using the patch to treat iron deficiency.
